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REMARKS 

The present application is a National Stage PCX Application filed under 35 
use §371. Accordingly, election of an invention i$ not required where a unity of 
invention exists among the claims. PCX Rules 13.1 and 13.2 are to be followed in 
making a unity of invention determination. 

The Office Action is distinguishing between a product and a process for 
making the product. However, R\ile 13 permits such a combination of claims. 
Specifically, it is stated that addition to an independent claim for a given product, 
an independent claim for a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of said 
product" is permitted. MPEP §1850 "^Combinations of Different Categories of 
Claims, *' A process is specially adapted "if the claimed process inherently results in 
the claimed product with the technical relationship being present between the 
claimed product and claimed process." Id Furthermore, it does not matter if the 
product can be made by another process. Thus, the statement in the Office Action 
that the "claims of Group H do not have a special technical feature . . . Therefore, 
Groups I and n do not share a special technical feature and the ^plication lacks 
unity. 

In view of the above, reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement are respectfully requested.
